Dry Canal 
Is Possible 


By Bill Rodgers 

A dry Friant-Kern canal, or a 
greatly reduced flow of water in 
the canal, could conceivably result 
from the decision of Judge Pierson 
M. Hall, who yesterday ruled that 
the federal government has no 
sovereign title to water in the San 
Joaquin river watershed, 

Judge Hall, in his decision in 
the nine-year-old litigation over 
water rights in the Fresno area, 
ruled that the federal government 
is illegally impounding water at 
Friant dam which actually be- 
longs to property owners, includ- 
ing the city of Fresno, in the San 
| Joaquin river area. 


The judge stated that the Fed- 
eral government can acquire title 
jto water only by purchase, con- 
tract, or condemnation; and that 
water rights go with the land, 
and that unless water rights are 
acquired in the manner stated 
they cannot be lost either by use 
or disuse. 


This means, in effect, that the 
city of Fresno is entitled to ‘‘bene- 
ficial’’ use of some San Joaquin 
river water, and that land owners 
with established water rights 
along the river can also demand 
the water that they can_ benefi-

Considerable interest has been 
shown in the off season hunting 
of coots, mudhens or whitebills, 
call them what you will. This 
hunting which is presently al- 
lowed in the San Joaquin valley is 
for the primary purpose of reduc- 
ing agricultural crop damage but 
it is also furnishing the hunters a 
sport and food. 

Any rancher suffering crop 
damage by these birds and in need

| Hunters are urged to try these 


‘birds as food and recipes for cook- 
|ing them are obtainable from both 


sources mentioned above. 

This is the way they are quick- 
ly cleaned: Lay the bird breast 
up on. the ground. Grasp each 
wing in each hand up as near the 
carcass as possible. Place your 
foot firmly on both feet of the 
bird and then pull. The wings 
with the exposed breast. will come 
lose in the hand. Next snip off 
the wings and put th breast in a 
plastic sack that you should carry 
as a game bag. It’s as simple as 
that and the hunter merely takes 
home the part of the bird to be 
cooked. 

About snipping off the wings, 
and this is a good gimmick for 
any kind of bird, animal or fish 
cutting. Just purchase a pair of 
tin snips and keep them for that 
purpose. They’re perfect as ‘‘poul- 
try shears” and cost only a frac- 
tion as much as those fancy ones 
sold for that purpose. 

Black bass and bluegill are be- 
ing taken in good numbers up on 
Millerton lake now. The game 
warden covering the area report- 
ed watching one man take a limit 


of bass in half an hour. Most of 
the bass and bluegills are being 
taken from the sheltered coves. 
Trolling has not been too good as 
yet nor has fishing been very pro- 
ductive at the far end of the lake. 

Catfish are being caught in 
some of the San Joaquin river 
drains in Stanislaus county. A 
few catfish and some large striped 
bass being caught from the San 
Joaquin near Hills Ferry. Bass 
lake still high and fishing poor. 
Fresno county west side reports 
improved fishing conditions with 
catfish from Kings slough near 
White’s bridge and black bass 
from the Outside Canal near Men- 
dota running to three and four 
pounds.

Tulare County Rural Housing as- 
sociation in 1947, then as associa- 
_ tion president and chairman of 
the board of directors; he is a 
former member of the advisory 
committee to the Visalia Produc- 
tion Credit association; he is a 
member of the Tulare County Ad- 
visory committee to the State 
Farm Placement service, and for 
the past two years has served as 
vice chairman of a valley-wide ad- 
visory committee for the farm 
placement service. 


For three years he was a leader 
of the Strathmore 4-H club; he 
has been a continuous member of 
the Farm Bureau for 30 years and 
he has served as a member of the 
Tulare County Farm Bureau road 
and tax committee. 

He is vice chairman of the 
Lindsay-Strathmore unit of the 
Tulare County Taxpayers associa- 
tion; he is a member of the board 
of directors of the Strathmore Pro- 
curement association, and, in con- 
nection with his farmirmg activi- 
ties, he is a member and shipper 
in the following co-operatives; 
Strathmore Co-operative associa- 
tion, Tulare County Lemon asso- 
ciation, Lindsay Ripe Olive com- 
pany, Lindsay By-Products com- 
pany and the San Joaquin Valley 
Poultry producers association. 

He is a member of several fra- 
ternal organizations and _ civic 
groups; he is active in the Pres- 
byterian church at Strathmore. 

As a farmer and resident of Tu- 
lare county, Power is naturally 
concerned about state water prob- 
lems. He says that because of the 
great economic need for conserva- 
tion of water and for maximum 
use of California’s water, he be- 
lieves that specific projects should 
be handled by the agency — state, 
federal or local — that is in a 
position to get the job done quick- 
ly. 

“But every project must be co- 
ordinated into an over-all state 
plan’, he says. ‘Each project 
must not only be economically 
feasible in itself, but also must fit 
into the general picture. This 
is highly important if we are to 
receive a dollar’s worth of bene- 
fit for every dollar spent. 

“And flood control in the 35th 
Assembly district, as well as in 
the state must be put on an active 
operation basis now, and it is 
highly important to see that we in 
central California get our share of 
federal and state funds for flood 
control purposes.’”’ 

Married to the former Gloria 
Bruce, a native of Hanford, in 
1930, the Powers have three chil- 
dren: Mrs. Robert Murray, of Los 
Angeles; Ona Lee, a junior at 
UCLA, and Howard, now in the 
eighth grade at the Strathmore 
Elementary school. 

“As a parent’’, Power saya, “I 
feel that something must be done 
about the narcotics situation in 
the state of California; more teeth 
should be put into the law to pro- 
tect children from the threat of 
the dope peddler,'and more per- 
sonnel should be provided for nar- 
cotic law enforcement.” 

Power points out that only re- 
cently, dope peddlers were arrest-

ed in Tulare; he says that unless 
laws are made more stringent and 
adequate personnel is made avail- 
able for narcotic law enforcement, 
no community is safe from activi- 
ties of the dope peddler. 


“As a state assemblyman, I will 
support legislation to increase the 
staff of the State Narcotics En- 
forcement bureau, and I will sup- 
port sound legislation designed to 
protect minors against the threat 
of the dope peddler”’, Powers says. 

“This increasingly serious prob- 
lem must be met squarely and 
realistically in the state legisla- 
ture; because of this, I will seek 
advice on the most practical ap- 
proach to the dope problem from 
law enforcement agencies and 
school administrators in the 35th 
Assembly district, as well as from 
state authorities.” 

Power has a practical knowl- 
edge of the problems of both labor 
and business; he believes there is 
a “common ground’ on which 
these problems can be met, and, 
as a state assemblyman, he states 
he will work to this end. 

In 1928, when he came to Tu- 
lare county to make his nome, 
Power went to work as a laborer 
in the Strathmore Fruit Growers 
citrus house. 

“For two years I did everything 
— stacked boxes, loaded and un- 
loaded fruit, trucked on the floor. 
Because I have drawn a weekly 
pay check myself, I feel that I 
have a real appreciation for the 
problems of the working man’, 
Power states. 

From a packing house worker, 
Power went on to later acquire 
and operate citrus and olive prop- 
erty in a “family size’ farm, and 
for a number of years he also en- 
gaged in the business of contract 
orchard work. 

“As state assemblyman, I will 
always be watchful of the state 
treasury and the spending of state 
funds,”’ Power says. ‘‘‘Economy in 
government is of utmost impor- 
tance, and I believe public money 
should be saved wherever possible, 
while at the same time, services 
that are needed by the people 
must always be provided on a 
sound, economical basis.’’ 

In addition to running for the 
regular assembly term in the June 
primary election, Power will also 
file for a special election, set for 
June 5. 

The special election is to fill a 
vacancy created by death of As- 
semblyman Roscoe Patterson, with 
the term extending until the end 
of 1956. In primary and general 
elections of 1956, the assembly 
candidate will be named to serve 
through 1957 and 1958,

K. L. “Tug” Wilson, president 
of the U. S. Olympic Association 
and commissioner of the Big Ten, 
credits improved nutrition, of 
which breakfast is a vital part, 
as an important factor in better 
performances of athletes today. 

“A record in a single event 
made by an individual in 1925 or 
1985 and still standing doesn’t 
mean much when you look at the 
whole picture of athletics from 
high school to Olympics today,” 
Wilson said. “We may not pro- 
duce another Owens for ten or 
twenty years, but it’s the average 
boy you’ve got to consider. And 
there are thousands of average 
boys out-running, out-swimming 
and out-jumping their counter- 
parts of a generation ago.” 

Charles Ornstein, who has sup- 
ervised the feeding of America’s 
inter-national athletic teams for 
28 years, stresses good break- 
‘fasts, light lunches and big din- 


ners as a dietary pattern for his’ 
Olympic stars. 

A. 4 Pritzlaff, director of the 
Division of Health and Physical 
Education for Chicago’ Board 
of Education, believes in teach- 
ing athletes the value of three 
well-balanced meals a day. “We 
do not advocate a ‘training sched 
ule’ diet as such today,” he said. 

There has been a “vast. ime 
provement” in the physical con- 
dition of the averege sports pare 
ticipant over the last 15 or 20 
years, according to Pritzlaff, and 
much of this improvement is due 
to good diet and a greater knowle 
edge of nutrition. ce 

For teen-agers not so athlet- 
ically inclined, breakfast is still 
a very es meal. Dr, 
James R. Wilson, former secre 
tary, Council on Foods and Nu- 
trition, American Medical Asso- 
ciation, says a’ good breakfastgs 
does this: ; 

“It helps an adolescent, who 
needs more of most foods than 
his or her parents, qe enough 
calories and essential nutrients 
for growth and to withstand the 
Teenagers need not only more 
calories but also more protein 
such as they can get in bread and 
milk, meat and eggs.” 

And for everybody, Dr. Wilson 
and other nutritionists say that 
a good breakfast should include 
fruit or fruit juices, cereal, eggs 
and meat, enriched bread or 
toast, butter or margarine and a 
beverage.
